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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 39-76 are allowed. Claims 39-76 will be renumbered for printing as 
claims 1-38, respectively. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a clutch arrangement as 
defined in claim 39 wherein a lubricant or coolant for the radially outer clutch is tapped 
from the pressure compensation chamber for actuation of the radially outer clutch. The 
closest prior art is believed to be Jurgens et al.('432) and Kraxner et al.('095), which 
show tapping lubricant from the compensation chamber. In Jurgens et al. and Kraxner 
et al., however, the lubricant or coolant is not intended for, nor capable of, actuating the 
clutch, as required by claim 39. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
